The co mp laint alleges that o n a 
night in December, 19 06 , Cro ss at­ 
temp ted to cro ss the C., H. & D. 
tracks near Fo u ntainto wn with an 
o ld tractio n engine. 
That the ro ad 
in the v icinity o f the rails had been 
freshly grav eled and heav y hau ling 
o n that 
day had wo rn the grav el 
away so that the bo ard adjo ining the 
rail was abo u t two 
inches 
higher 
than the highway . 
That Cro ss at­ 
temp ted to take the engine acro ss 
and that the engine became stalled. 
Cro ss had no light bu rning as a sig­ 
nal, no r did he attemp t to flag any 
train that might ap p ro ach. 
A train 
came u p and as the engineer had no 
warning o f the p resence o f the trac­ 
tio n engine o n the tracks there was 
a co llisio n. The co mp laint av ers 
that if he had so desired Cro ss co u ld 
hav e backed the engine o ff the track 
in time to av o id a co llisio n. Fo r the 
damages do ne to the railway engine, 
and to fences to rn u p by the co lli­ 
sio n. the C., H. & D. Remands fiv e 
hu ndred do llars.

worked over the State of Indiana, 
that City M arshal Price should keep 
his weather eye out for, as the habit 
of agents in sending little girls out to 
sell perfumes and other “jim raeks” 
is not conducive to the morals of the 
child. 
The scheme has 
just 
been 
worked in Kokomo, (and something 
similar worked here}^ 
The scheme is this. 
A man drops 
into the city and unpacks a box of 
chewing gum or perfume at his hotel 
and then goes to the school where he 
interests a couple of hundred girls 
ranging in age from 9 to 14 years 
old. He gives each girl twenty pack­ 
ages or bottles, which they are to 
sell at ten cents each. 
When they 
have sold the lot they report to the 
man at the hotel who sits in the of­ 
fice orout in fron and smokes good 
cigars, etc., turn in two dollars and 
he gives them one back. 
Treats the little children fair all 
right but it is not ju st the proper 
thing to send girls about the*streete, 
business houses and office, soliciting

Then aside from this there is an 
ordinance 
that 
forbids 
transients 
from peddling ceboid the city without 
a license, which is to protect the local

If the fellow comes here he should 
be called on the “carpet” and asked 
to explain why he is taking advan­ 
tage of the ordinance by selling his 
goods through children, instead of 
through the business houses of the 
city.

Jo el then re­ 
plied with two well directed sho ts, 
instantly killing bo th the Meeks. 
Mrs. Railsbaek, who was watching 
the wo rk o f tearing do wn the fence, 
sav ed the life o f her so n, Larkin, when 
he was co v ered by Ray mo nd Meek’s 
sho tgu n, by ju mping in fro nt o f him. 
Ray mo nd then tu rned the weapo n o n 
Frank Railsbaek, Jr., sho o ting o ff his 
kneecap. 
All the principals in the 
affair are pro minent farm ers. 
Frank Railsbaek, Sr., said that his 
so n Jo el had killed 'A lex ander and 
Ray mo nd Meek in defense o f his father 
and mo ther. “When Jo el saw that the

Railsbaek, “and then saw that A lex -;

It is said that the go v ­ 
erno r wants to appo int so me o ne who 
has ex ecu tiv e ability and who can de­ 
v ise a go o d, practical sy stem o f in­ 
spectio n o f the bo o ks o f the pu blic 
o fficials. 
He is no t lo o king fo r an ex ­ 
pert acco u ntant to fill the po sitio n o f 
chief o f the bu reau . It is said that he 
has in mind a well-kno wn Demo cratic 
bu siness man who do es no t kno w that 
he is being co nsidered fo r the place.
